Batteries Respond Energetically to the Attack of the Teu- 
tons, According to the Official Communique Issued in 
Paris — Enemy Organizations Shelled in the Champagne 
District—Many Air Fights Reported. ;

ARIS, Feb. 21 (via London, Feb. 
22, 12:59 Am.) — The official 
Statement issued tonight reads: 

“In Artois, to the north of the road 

from Lille, the enemy exploded a 
mine, An immediate counter-attack 
drove him from the crater, one of 
the sides of which we hold. 
, “At the end of the afternoon the 
Germans carried out a violent bom- 
bardment of our trenches to the 
northwest of Givenchy, to which our 
batteries responded energetically. 

To the south of the Bomme, in the 
sector of Lihons, after having direct- 
ed our lines an intense bombardment 
and successive emissions of. suffocat- 
ing gas along a front of seven kilo- 
meters (about 4 1-3 miles) the enemy 
attempted to set out from his trenches 
at divers points, but was everywhere 
repulsed by our barrier fires and the 
fire of our infantry.

An action entirely new, so far as 
the records of the Federal or State 
courts are concerned, was disposed 
of by Judge Trippet, in the District 
Court yesterday, when Jean La Ban- 
ta, now serving a twenty-five-year 
Stretch in San Quentin Penitentiary, 
appeared through an attorney to op. 
pose the action of the government 
dismissing a felony charge against 


him. 

C. Elwood Scott appeared for La 
Banta, and argued that his client 
should be given a trial on the charge 
but the court dismissed the indict- 
ment, in spite of La Banta’s objec- 
tions. 

Jean La Banta and “Jack” Barry 
robbed the Owl! night train of the 
Southern Pacific Rallroad about 
eighteen months ago, relieving three 
postal clerks of about $160. The rob- 

leaving the train at 
Tropico. 


La Banta was captured first, in San 
Francisco, and recognized as the man 
in what is known as the Bur- 
lingame robbery. He pleaded guliity 
and was sentenced to twenty-five 
years. Harry was captured in Bakers- 
field, and later pleaded guilty and was 
given five years in San Quentin by 
Judge Wellborn.

TIMES, Feb. 21.—Alexander Miskin- 
off, who says he is a Prince of Rus- 
sia, and has a passport made out in 
that name to prove it, testified today 
in the Supreme Court in support of 
his suit for a separation from the for- 
mer Mrs. Aimee Crocker Gouraud, 
whom he married in London in June, 
1914. 

Yvonne Gouraud, the 15-year-old 
toster-daughter of the defendant, who 
gat at the side of the Princess, and 
who figured extensively in the case 
as the recipient of the Prince's at- 
tentions, attracted much attention. 

The feature of the trial today was 

the disclosure by the Prince of his 
reason for believing that the former 
Mre. Gouraud is the mother of a child 
of which he is the father, and that 
the infant was born in a sanatorium 
here. The Prince says he learned of 
the child in April, 1915, through a 
note written to him by the Princess, 
and that he saw the child about twen- 
ty times afterward at the Hotel Endi- 
cott. 
The defendant denied that a child 
was born of their marriage, although 
her attorney said that during the 
time mentioned the Princess had a 
baby in her possession that she 
thought? of adopting. A woman book-

UNDER OBSERVATION, 


Odd Facts About Actidents in 
Traffic Chief's Report. 


Smash-ups by Joy Riders are 
Relatively Infrequent. 
Most Injuries Received Late in 
the Afternoon. 


It is as hazardous to cross the street 
at Cahuenga avenue and Hollywood 
boulevard as it is at Fifth and Broad- 
way, and five times more so than at 
Seventh and Broadway; joy-riding 
isn’t particularly dangerous, and 
more persons are hurt between 5 and 
6 o'clock in the afternoon than at 
any other hour of the day. 

These unusual features of traffic 
troubles are emphasized in a report 
issued yesterday by Lieut. Butler of 
the Traffic Bureau. It is the first time 
any police department in the country 
has ever made an analytical report of 
traffic accidents. The figures are for 
January. 

During the month. there were 704 
accidents, resulting in five fatalities. 
Of the five, two were pedestrians and 
killed by street cars; one fell from a 
wagon; one was killed by a motor car, 
and another was killed in a collision 
between an auto and a wagon. 

Only six accidents were due to the 
drivers being intoxicated; ninety-six 
were rear-end collisions, 152 were 
caused by drivers failing to observe 
the right-of-way rule at crossings, 
twenty-two from cutting the corners, 
seventy-nine were due to excessive 
speed, sixty-three drivers failed to sig- 
nal before turning and seventy-two 
acciden 
= Nr due to skidding on 

For every 12% hours a person was 
seriously injured -by traffic, and for 
every 3% hours a person was slightly 
injured. An accident was reported 
for every sixty-three minutes during 
the month.

FEW ACCIDENTS DOWNTOWN. 

The majority of the accidents oc- 
curred where the motorists are per- 
mitted to travel twertty miles an 
hour. In the twelve-mile zone oc- 
cured 40 per cent. of the accidents. 
The ratio of injuries in the twenty- 
mile zone is also higher, being 60 per 
cent. of the total. 

In every 100 accidents, thirty-eight 
persons are injured, with a total of 
274 victims for the month. Of these, 
211 were but slightly hurt; fifty-eight 
resulted in fractures. 

As to location, 520 accidents hap- 
pened at street crossings. The most 
dangerous crossings are Fifth and 
Main sireets, Seventh and Central 
avenue; Third, Seventh, and Ninth 
on San Pedro street, Pico and Los 
Angeles streets, Moneta and Vernon 
avenues, amd Cahvenga avenue and 
Hollywood boulevard. The score is 
fifty accidents for each crossing. 

Sixth and Spring streets is the safest 
of the downtown crossings, having 
had but i accidents during the 
month, while its neighbor to the 
north, at Fifth, had nine. 

HOURS OF DANGER. 

But one accident occurred during 
the joy-riding hour of from 2 to 3 
o'clock in the morning: and three 
from 1 to 2 o'clock in the morning. 
In the afternoon, the number of ac- 
cidents progresses with the time. For 
the hour ending at 4, there were nine 
teen; for , thirty; for 6, thirty-one. 
And then comes a relapse, steadily 
diminishing until 10 o'clock, when a 
second jump occurs, mounting to 
thirteen accidents for the hour end- 
ing at midnight. 

The comparisons show the per 
capita accidenta are far leas frequent 
on the crowded crossings than those 
in the outekirta, where the twenty- 
mile limits ts in effect. 

Speeders are held responsible for 
seventy-nine accidents. 

Of the persons injured, seventy- 
seven ran suddenly in front of ve- 
hicles: twelve crossed in the middie 
of the block, and seven stepped from 
behind obetructions directly into the 
paths of vehicles. The results show 
the majority of accidents to pedes- 
frians result from their own careless- 
nen.

The records will prove that this {s 
far from the truth, on the contrary, 
the beet wear of this board was the 
greatest in accomplishment of real 
work ever known in the history of 
the Loa Angeles hoo district. The 
working majority proceeded with din 
gence to do everything possible to ad- 
vance the needed buildings so that 
the work could be turned over to 
their successors in office to the best 
possible advantage. 

This was done in the very best spirit 
of leyalty, and with much time and 
labor.

He said that, ag the parents of 
the members had no objections and 
personally supervised all fraternity 
meetings, there is nothing wrong with 
the organization. 

Round closely to the State law pro-
